For Love, Twas never yet defin'd (to any pur- 
poſe) by the beſt Philoſophers; nor has its Nature been 
throughly apprehended, or explained: Their Thoughts 
were ſwallow'd up with irregular confus'd Notions, as 
often as they reflected upon it, and the more time they 
fpent in ſuch Reflections, the more they required ſtill to 
bring the Thoughts to any reaſonable Concluſion; and 
like the Man, WhO when he was ask'd, What God was, 
ſtill preſt for 'a longer Space to give up his Account in. 
They have wearied themſelves in an unknown Province; 
and yet have made as ſew valuable Diſcoveries, as thoſe 
almoct, that never ſet out in the Undertaking. They have 
generally been upon the Extreams in their Account, and 
while ſome have made it a God, others have repreſent- 
edit as a Devil Having therefore this Aſſuraànce it owd* 
be both unmanagrliyand preſumptuous to attempt giving a, 
dear Light ĩtito the Narure ofthat, about which the great- 
eſt men have ꝑither heen Miſtaken, or confeſs d their Ig- 
ndtance gon wermayfay; We are aſſured chat if , and
